Mr. J. A. Urban, profes@or of chem- 
istery at the Sorbonné, has had the 
idea of making seeds germinate after 
having deprived them of their albu- 
men. Thus, “y his own Will,he ob- 
tains monstrous’ vegetables. * His 
work is returned in a paper read be- 
fore the Academy of Sciences by the 
eminent professor of botany, M. Gas- 
ton Bonner. Evidently the albumen 
o. a seed is not its essential part; al- 
bumen is only an elementary reserve 
destined to feed the young plant until 
its radicle has become strong enough 
to seek fur its own food. But can the 
young plant do without this aliment- 
ary reserve, M. J. Urbain shows that, 
if put to the test, it can do so, but not 
without suffering from this privation. 
M. Urbain's experiments have been 
made with seeds of the Palma Christi, | 
the poppy, etc. These seede deprived 
of their albumen germinated like nor- 
mal seeds, but produced dwarf, stunt- 
ed plants with modified leaves and of- 
ten monstrous deformed flowers. This 
research of M. Urtain goes to prove 
the possibility of creating monstrous 
plants at - ill.

The 
firm had fallen behind in payments 
and the father sent young Joseph to 
look into the affairs of the firm and 
advise. 

The son advised his f-‘her that the 
firm was perfectly good, but short of 
working capital, and further advised 
his father to take out the debt in a 
share in the business and continue 
the credit. The father agreed, and 
Joseph Chamberlain was launched 
upon his bu.iness career. 

He needed only that much intro- 
duction to get the chief partner's 
stool in record time, and soon he 
made a decision that led to the mak- 
ing of his vast fortune.

Will Harness the Nile. 


Work has been commenced @n an- 
‘ther great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
sation vast tracts of desert in the 
‘oudan, It is believed it can be 
rade to add enormously to the cat- 
on output of the British Empire. 

The tract which is to be watered is 
‘nown as the Gizra territory. It lies 
etween the Blue and White Niles, 
elow Khartoum, and consists of 
.500,000 acres. The force and flow 
f the two rivers are s1 ficient to wat- 
v the entire district when properly 
arnessed. 

The proposal is to build two dams 
outh of Khartoum, one over each of 
he rivers. Thus the tract between 
he streams will be irrigated, wh.ie at 
he same time the force of the water 
lowing into Egypt will be controlled. 

At present the Blue Nile comes 
iown in a raging flow, and the White 
Jile, flowing in steadier fashion, com- 
‘ines with it to mak. a huge over- 
‘low. 

The building of the two dams will 
nable the flow to be properly regu- 
‘ated and will practically mean the 
final harnessing of the Nile,

may reveal some of their possibilities 
to the housewife who !s seeking new 
ways. 

To one pint of scallops (washed and 
drained) use two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
beaten egg, one pint of hot milk, pep- 
per and salt to taste. Melt the butter 
in a suncepan, take from the fire and 
add flour, stir until smooth and re 
turn to the stove and cook until it 
bubbles, then add the hot milk, salt 
und pepper and egg and let the mix- 
ture cook fifteen minutes. Then add 
the scallops and cook fifteen minutes 
longer. ‘Serve on buttered toast and 
garnish the dish with watercress, 
This is an excellent way to cook seal- 
lops, as it brings out their delicate 
flavor. 

Another appetizing way to cook scal- 
iops is as follows: Wash and drain the 
scallops, make a smooth, rich cream 
sauce flavored with pepper. salt and 
onion juice, Let the sauce cook for 
ten or fifteen minutes, otherwise it 
will taste pasty, then add the scal- 
lops and cook slowly for ten minutes, 
While this is cooking, prepare some 
peppers (as many as required) by wash- 
ing, remove the stems, cutting a piece 
from the top and taking out the seeds. 
Stand the peppers in a baking pan and 
fill them with the creamed scallops, 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs and bake 
until the crumbs are brown. Serve at 
once.

Squirt Guns May Come Inte Use For 
Propelling Vessels. —. 

Running a ship by a squirt gun and 
operating a ship. by having a motorman 
In the pilot house use a controller just 
as does the motorman of an electric 
ear are two ideas that have beén serl- 
ously advanced recently by engineers 
of high standing. The ship's motor- 
man idea could easily be applied to a 
great freight vessel that will begin its 
trips through the great lakes and con- 
necting canals next spring. 

It has just such a motorman now, but 
he stands with his controller in the en- 
gine room Instead of up in the pilot 
bouse. A longer cable attached to his 
tontroller is all that is necessary to en- 
able him to do his work in the. pilot 
house. Oil engines are used to gen- 
erate electricity, and the electricity is 
used to turn the propétiers. So elec- 
tricity runs the ship in. much the same 
way that it does a trolley car. 

The squirt gun idea is to propel a ship 
by squirting out water throvgh pipes 
at the stern of the ship, where pro- 
pellers ordinarily are located. Water 
would be taken in from the front end 
by great pipes, given o push when it 
reaches the engine room and then sent 
rushing out at the sterp of the ship. 
This same scheme bas been thought of 
before, but never put into use because 
it cost so much to give that push to 
the water. 

The wonderful efficiency of a new 
pump, which pow pumps some of the 
water supply of London and has at- 
tracted the attention of engincers every- 
where, makes the scheme appear less 
absurd. In this pump water is admitted 
into the chamber until the chamber is 
nearly full, and then gasoline or some 
other oil,in the form of yapor, is admit- 
ted into the chamber and exploded just 
&s an automobile uses gasoline, The ex. 
plosion of the vapor forces the water 
out, and the same operation is repeated 
over and over again. It does the work 
surely and cheaply. ‘Tbe inyentor of 
this new type of pump has drawn plans 
for a squirt gun propeller that will get 
the push on the water from two of 
these pumps.—Saturday Ryening Post.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Ite Visitors, Its Road Improvement and 
Its Wild Game. 

Almost 2,000 more people visited the 
Yellowstone park in 1913 than during 
the season of 1912, according to the 
report of the superintendent, recently 
made to Secretary Lane. The tour- 
ist travel has-increased 45 per cent 
since 1906 and was heavier in 1913 
than ever before, with the exception 
of 1900, when the Lewis and Clarke 
exposition was held in Portland. The 
most important work during the year 
was that in connection with the im- 
provement of the existing system of 
roads, 

“The work on ihe west entrance 
road,” says the superintendent, “gives 
a partially improved rond to the belt 
line junction, ten miles south of Nor- 
ris Geyser basin, Contracts for two 
bridges on the west road have been 
let, and bridges will be in place at the 
beginning of the next tourist season. 
With a continuance of present appro- 
priation the entire west entrance road 
will be widened to twenty-five feet by 
the end of the 1914 working season, 
but the improvement of the road will 
not be finished until several years 
jater. 

“The winter conditions for wild 
game were again excellent. With 
plenty of grass and the snow remain- 
ing soft so they could paw through 
it to get food, the elk, deer, antelope 
and mountain sheep wintered well 
and with but little loss. During De- 
cember, January, Febroary and March 
588 elk were captured in the park 
near the northern entrance and ship- 
ped for stocking public parks and 
ranges. The cost of capture and, 
loading on board the cars at Gardiner 
was $5 per head, which was paid by 
the states and parks receiving the ¢tk. 
The loss in capturing and up to the 
time of delivery at their destinatiom 
was but twenty-two ‘animals out of 
588 shipped.” 


GOOD LIGHT EXERCISE. 


You May Make Your Daily Gymnas« 
tics Illuminate Your Home. 

Light your home by doing your daily 
gymnastic stunt. Utilize the energy 
developed in exercising for health by 
making it operate a dynamo and stor- 
ing up electricity to be turned on as 
light. Such is the iden of a French- 
man who has invented the apparatus 
that will do this very thing. 

He has combined a bicycle frame 
with a dynamo and storage battery tm 
such a way that each member of a 
family can, by taking a brief ride be- 
fore breakfast, store up enough elec 
tricity to light several lamps. One 
hour’s pedaling is enough. 

The machine is made in two sizes, 
one to work with a storage battery of 
twelve volts and twelve amperes for 
the use of-ordinary persons, the other 
for use with a storage battery of 
twelve volts and twenty-five amperes 
for strong persons. 

The Scientific American remarks that 
one advantage of this machine Is that 
if the lighting of the home be de 
pendent upon the electricity derived 
from it it will give a stimulus to the 
use of the machine for exercise and 
tend to preyent the daily gymnasiics 
from being neglected. 


Moving Picture Films. 

Eight concerns in Europe supply the 
larger part of the world with moving 
picture films, and the price paid to pro- 
cure good pictures is surprising. There 
is the instance of the makers of the 
film showing Yorbes-Robertson as 
Hamlet, who paid $75,000 for the use 
of a castle and costumed 400 people 
for the purpose. The whole expendl- 
ture was $250,000, but the company 
sold 8,000,000 feet of that film for 
$750,000. To obtain the pictures of 
Scott in the antarctic $250,000 was ex- 
pended, and the royalty already col- 
lected by Mrs, Scott exceeds the orlg- 
inal cest of the picture.—Argonaut.
